1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Species 1: specification paragraph 0012 (claims 2-5, 18-21) drawn to relay and relay 

contacts. 

Species 2: specification paragraph 0013 (claim 6) drawn to emergency shutoff. 
Species 3: specification paragraph 0014 (fig.2) (claim 7) drawn to monitoring power 
supply. 

Species 4: specification paragraph 0015 (claim 8) drawn to automatic reset of the 
receiver. 

Species 5: specification paragraph 0016 (claim 9) drawn to user selection of activation, 
disabling, etc.

Species 7: specification paragraph 0018 (claims 1 1-14) drawn to remote disabling or 
enabling of an onboard device by the user.
